SARL AND SA AMSAT JOIN FORCES TO CELEBRATE WORLD SPACE 
WEEK 2003 


The South African Radio League and SA AMSAT will be joining forces to 
celebrate World Space Week 2003, which runs from 4 - 11 October, with a 
special INTECNET on Sunday 5 October. 


“This year’s theme”Horizon beyond Earth” augurs well for amateur radio as we 
were amongst the first non-governmental group to explore space”, said SARL 
President Graham Hartlett ZS6GJH. 


“When OSCAR 1 was launched in 1961, only 4 years after man’s first ever 
satellite was launched by the Russians, Amateur Radio established a place for 
itself in space exploration. Today amateur radio is still involved be it in the 
design and building of satellites or amateur operation from the International 
Space Station. Amateurs in Germany are now planning to take amateur radio 
to Mars.” 


“We are pleased to share the INTECNET platform with SA AMSAT on October 
5. I am a strong believer that as the National Society of Amateur Radio we 
need to work together with special interests groups to promote and grow amateur 
radio in South Africa”, he said. 


INTECNET will be on the air on Sunday 5 October 2003 at 20:00 CAT and 
will feature a historical look at amateur satellites, relive the excitement of South 
Africa’s first satellite, SUNSAT Oscar 35 and discuss the amateur payload for 
the next SUNSAT which is in the planning stages.

PROVISIONAL RESULTS OF 2003 SARL PHONE CONTEST 


The 2003 SARL HF Phone contest was held on Sunday 03 August 2003 and here 
are the provisional results. There were two logs for the multi-operator category 
and taking top honours is the 3DAODX DXpedition with 210 points. In second 
place is ZS6SRC, the club station of the Secunda Amateur Radio Club with 117 
points. 


A total of 34 logs were submitted for the single operator category. Top honours 
in this category go to Bernie ZS4TX with 298 points. In the second place is 
Rudi ZS6DX with 220 points and third is Mickey ZS5QB with 216 points. 


The highest score on a single band goes once again to Loius ZS5LP with 113 
points on the 40-metre band.

RESULTS OF PEARS MICROWAVE AND DIGITAL CONTEST 


The overall Digital winner is Hal ZS6WB who claimed 163 957 points and 13 
grid squares on the combined bands of 50, 144 and 432 MHz. The runner-up 
is Nasri ZSINAZ with 123 776 points. The other scorers who submitted logs 
are: ZR6DXB - 57 285; ZS2BWB - 44 976; ZSSLEE - 37 838; ZS4SS - 31 512; 
ZS6ANZ - 28 912; ZSIAGF - 25 670; ZSGAVP - 10 344; and ZS6HS - 4 349 
points. 


There was only one entry for the Microwave section, Dave ZS1SG who worked 
ZS1AYJ on 10 GHz and scored 23 points. They failed with their next attempt 
over a longer distance of 50 Km when one of the transceivers packed up. There 
were no contacts made on 1 296 MHz or via moonbounce. 


It is regretted that Ivo ZS6AXT, the promoter of Microwave activity in South 
Africa, could not participate in this event. This very first mid-year contest has 
drawn some of the very top VHF-ers in the country and therefore it could be 
regarded as a reasonable success. Please note that the next PEARS VHF & 
UHF contest is planned for the weekend of 23 - 25 January 2004. 


SARL 80-METRE QSO PARTY 


On Thursday 2 October the second leg of the SARL 80-Metre QSO Party will 
be on the air. The QSO party starts at 19:00 CAT and ends at 22:00 with SSB 
activity on the segment 3 600 to 3 650 kHz. The call sign, RS signal report, serial 
number commencing with 001 and Grid Locator or QTH Location is exchanged. 
A contact with a ZS station counts for 10 points and a contact with a station 
outside South Africa counts 15 points.
